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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

* 1 . Applicant's amendment filed on October 31 , 2005 has been entered. Claims 1 
and 3 have been amended. Claims 4-8 have been cancelled. No claims have been 
added. Claims 1-3 are now pending in this application, with claim 1 being independent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Azima et 
al (US 6,324,052). 

3. In regards to claim 1 , Azima discloses a panel-type speaker (See Fig. 2, 2a, 2b, 
and resonant panel loudspeaker 2) mounting structure comprising: a liquid crystal 
display (LCD) window (See Fig. 1 and visual display screen 129) having a first surface 
exposed on a top end of an upper casing frame of a main body and a second surface 
facing an interior or the main body (See Fig. 4); and an LCD module disposed under the 
LCD window with a gap between the LCD module and the LCD window within the main 
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body, the LCD module having a polarizing plate having an upper surface facing the 
second surface of the LCD window and a lower surface opposite the upper surface, the 
polarizing plate being divided into a first portion located adjacent to the LCD window 
and a second portion extended from the first portion, for mounting a panel-type speaker 
to the lower surface of the second portion of the polarizing plate (See Fig. 1 , Fig. 2, and 
col. 3-4 lines 66-22). 

4. In regards to claim 2, Azima discloses the panel-type speaker mounting 
structure, wherein the second portion of the plate if extended in a predetermined 
direction below the LCD window away from a top portion of a device (for example, the 
device may be a portable personal computer or portable personal telephone, See col. 1 
lines 14-17) (See col. 3 lines 32-50). 

5. In regards to claim 3, Azima discloses the panel-type speaker mounting 
structure, wherein the polarizing plate is made from a polarizing material (See col. 2 
lines 57-61 ). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Conclusion 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Petroff et al (US 6,925, 191) teach a flat panel speaker. Komura 
(US 6,554,098) teaches a panel speaker with wide free space.
